end 400,000 to the ceremonies. The 
lake county committee, headed by L.

Pretty Edna Eddins. 29 vears 
private secretary of Melvin D. Tillman, 
whose wife, Margaret, 32 vears old, 
poisoned herself and two children Fri. 
day at their home, 1600 Wallen avenue, 
@émphatically declared her innoccnce 
of any undue friendship between her 
self and her employer yesterday dur 
ing a coroner's inquest at 1359 Devon 
avenue. 

She had known Tillman four vear: 
ago in Birmingham, she said, and haw 
worked for him there. Since coming 
to work for him in Chicago, wher 
he is employed as assistant sales mir 
ager-for the A'abama Pipe compan, 
Miss Eddins had often visited Mr and 
Mrs. Tillman at the home. 


Never Seemed Normal. 


“Mrs. Tillman never seemed nor- 
mal during the times I was presen’ 
at her home,” Miss Eddins testified 


“She appeared to be déspondent, but | 


as she never confided in me, I do not 
know the cause of her despondency. 
T did not suspect that she resented my 
acquaintance with ber husband.” 

Tillman, on the verge of co'lapse 
and unable to answer questions coher.

It is raw milk, understand, that is 
the youth preserver.

, Those who do not like milk in large 
quantity may add a little cocoa, or a 
little weak coffee to it.

There is the usual one piece 
section with which to lengthen the 
Sleeves if you desire.

If there are no changes to 
we made so much the better. 


_Join the ynder arm and shoulder 
seams, makifig French seams, unless 
the material should prove too heavy. 
If crépe, taffeta, or satin is used, ran 
the first seam by hand, and before 
stitching the second seam by machine 
try on a piece of the material to see 
if it is going to be smooth. Sometimes 
it is better to run both parts of the

backstitch. 


~The next step will be to set the side 

pieces in place, clipping the edge of 
the dress around the curves and turn- 
ing in about one-half inch.

“When the average working class 
couple marry.”’ she says, ‘the idea is 
that the husband earns the money to 
run the home. .That’s his part, and 
the wife cooks, cleans, and spends the 
housekeeping money to the best of 
her ability. If she finds she can do 
these things in a short time and has 
leisure to earn money outside of. the 
home, she should by all means do so. 
but her money should not go toward 
the every-day expenses of the house. 
That's where the trouble starts. If 
the husband loses his job, the wife’s 
money will tide them over. How much 
better it would be for both the man 
and his wife if he had to say: ‘ Well, 
1 will have to get work at once, be- 
cause my wife is keeping her wages 
for a time when’ an emergency may 
crop up.’ 
“In my own case, as a wife who 
works, my husband and I! play a game 
of make-believe in regard to my sal- 
ary.

Mr. Agnini’s share in the proceedings arises from the 
ct that the first act of “ La Vida Breve” is laid in the gypsy 
quarter of Seville and the second in the interior of a Spanish 
house of the better class.

As a partisan of evolution in ali its damnedest and most 
wicked forms, I rather hope that this will be done, for its 
one and only possible effect will be to make the Darwinian 
heresy safe. The best thing that can happen to an idea, in- 
deed, is for a law to be passed against it. At once its ad- 
vocates dig in and refuse to budge, and at once it begins to 
get support from men who have hitherto taken no interest 
in it. Supporting it becomes dangerous, and hence charm- 
ing. Moreover, it becomes a shibboleth, and hence con- 
vincing. Most men are suspicious of ideas, but they all 
cherish shibboleths. 

Once that transformation has taken place, a heresy be- 
comes unscotchable by any device short of wholesale mur- 
der. The fact was well known to the Fundamentalist op/ 
ponents of Cré-Magnon man. They did not try to dispose 
of him-and his ideas by fining him, puttiag him into jail, 
and predicting that he would go to hell post mortem; they 
proceeded more simply and effectively by cutting his throat. 
When he died all his abominable notions died with him. 
The world was made safe for the primeval Tennesseans 
from whom we descend. It has taken us twenty-five cen- 
turies, at the least, to get back to the level of the last Cro- 
Magnon heretic. 

These plain facts were known to the able men who ran 
Christendom in the Middle Ages. They were well aware 
that the only effective measure against heresy was to 
slaughter all the heretics, and so rid the race of their crim- 
inal strain. Unfortunately, politics intervened, as it so often 
does in this imperfect world. There were heretics too 
powerful to be taken and slaughtered. Some of them had 
formidable armies. Worse, they began to protect the hordes 
of weaker heretics who had no armies. Thus the extermina- 
tion of heresy languished, and, in the end, failed altogether. 
It continued to be unlawful, but the penalties that survived 
were too mild to be efficacious. Putting a heretic into jail 
only makes him worse; the one way to settle him is to 
kill him. 

The fact was not lost upon those intelligent Christian 
clergymen of Tennessee who, during the Scopes trial, pointed 
out that fining the defendant would accomplish no ponder- 
able good—that, if it was really desired to stop his debauch- 
ment of the youth of the state, the thing to do was to hang 
him. Nor is it lost upon the more reflective and philosophi- 
cal Prohibitionists, for example, Senator Simeon D. Fess, 
A. B., A. M., LL. B., LL. D., of Ohio, and the general staff 
of the Methodist Board of Temperance, Prohibition and Pub- 
lic Morals. 

Senator Fess, in the course of a colloquy upon the floor 
of the senate with the wet Senator Edwin Sidney Broussard, 
B. S., of Louisiana, stated plainly that he was in favor of 
bumping off the scofflaws. He added, of course, that he hesi- 
tated. as a humane man, to resort to such desperate measures 

that he was willing to reprieve such wets as showed a 
disposition to relent. But it was plain that he cherished 
no {llusion that repentance, in nmrost ‘cases, would be real. 
i go further. 1 don't believe it would be real in any case. I 
don't believe there has been a sirfgle instance, in the whole 
history of the world, of a heretic genuinely repenting—that 
is, under pressure. 
for the human min? revolts against intimidation almost 
as powerfully as it revolts against truth. I[t will resist so long 
an resistance shows the slightest sign of prevailing.

It isn't wherein she is or isn't like somebody else that 
the compelling Sefiorita is notable: the especial quality of 
the magic she puts on an audience, here or anywhere else in 
tie world, belongs to her alone, and to nobody else.

Mr. Erbstein started broadasting 
fgur years ago when he founded his 
dwn station on his country estate near 
Ngin, Ill. It was the second oldest 
égmmercial broadcasting station in the 
cago territory. A wonderful knowl- 
edge of human likes and dislikes aided 
him in arranging his programs, and 
WTAS sprang to the fore immediate- 
iy Mr. Erbstein’s personality carries 
well over the ether, and the public soon 
began to recognize him as the pur- 
Véyor of an amusing and interesting 
class of entertainment. Listeners heard 
the classics; they heard jazz; they 
héard poetry set to music; they heard 
screamingly funny burlesques; they 
heard witty comment on the news of 
the day. The wonderful human wit 
and understanding of Mr. Erbstein 
colored every selection that came from 
the station. It vibrated in tune with 
his own dynamic personality. 


Fans Ask for Him. 


‘When he sold his radio station to 
Liberty Weekly and it was renamed 
WLIB, Mr. Erbstein decided to retire 
ffem the broadcasting field, but the re- 
quests from many of his former lis- 
teners, coupled with the desire to carry 
on certain charitable enterprises: have 
induced him to resume radio work. The 
programs which he is to offer, start- 
ing next Tuesday, will be of the same 
type as the ones he gave in the past.

Disasters. 


Pittsburgh, Pa. June im 
portant use for radio in safety work 
has been developed. It is now being 
applied in its simplest form to the safe 
cuarding of miners in_ coal fields 
against the destructive and deadly ef- 
fects of gas accumulation. The pres 
ence of gas in dangerous quantities is 
indicated by this radio device. 

It has a sensitive relay apparatus 
which actuates warning alarms that 


will permit the clearing of the affected

Two Causes of Explosion. 
The two. principa: contmbutory 
causes of mine disasters are the ex- 
plosions of methame gas and the ign. 
tion of fine coal dust which saturates 
the air. The latter is particularly high 
after a number of shots have been 
fired baring new faces of coal in the 
numerous galleries of the operation. 
This freshly mined coal dust when ig- 
nited explodes with incredible violence, 
wrecking everything in its path, and 
spreads with unbelievable rapidity from 
shaft to shaft until the entire mine is 
2 total wreck. 
The devastating effects and loss of 
life are only too well recorded in news 
accounts to need repetition here, and 
while the records show that fatalities 
from this source represent only a small 
percentage of death from accident in 
mines, the toll is one that scientists 
believe can be eliminated, reducing the 
miner’s risk to a minimum. With the 
acts of nature—under which heading 
mine explosions are generally consid- 
ered—removed, the miner’s owr care- 
lessness wil] be practically the only 
element against which he has to guard. 
Simpl Radio Circuit. 
rinciple of the elec- 
trical conductivity Sef various gases, 
this radio adaptation ngs into use 
the simplest of radio circuits, consist- 
ing of nothing more than an air con- 
denser, a vacuum tube, a sensitive re- 
lay. and alarm bells.

BAY CITY FIRST U. S. 
TOWN TO CHARGE 
FANS A LICENSE FEE 


Bay City, Mich., June 5.—[Special.] 
—This city has passed an ordinance to 
regulate the operation of radio receiv- 
ing sets and to prevent unnecessary 
interference to broadcast reception. 

According to advices from S. W. Ed- 
wards, radio supervisor at Detroit, the 
ordinance stipulates that no person or 
organization can .operate a receiver in 
the city until a license has been se- 
cured. The fee is $2 and the permit 
is to continue until revoked for viola- 
tion of regulations. Seta ‘must be oper. 
ated so that they will not cause inter- 
ference to broadcast -reception on 
nearby receivers. 
Violations are punishable by a fine 
of ‘not in excess of $100 and impris- 
onment for three months or either. A 
third violation would bring about a 
revocation of .the receiving license.

ization has control of the designs of 
all the principal buildings in the com- 
munity. Los Angeles has a law limit- 
ing the height of buildings to one hun- 
dred and fifty feet. ‘This means that 
no structure can have more than thir- 
teen stories. Exceptions to this ordi- 
nance are such municipal buildings as 
the city hall and the public library, 
also church steeples. When important 


edifices are proposed this alliance of 
architects holds competitions and has 
a board composed of its most experi- 
enced members to pass on the designs 
submitted. A dozen of the best are 
ehosen and sifted out. If any of them 
has an especially good feature, it is 
taken and embodied in the final selec- 
tion, so that the ultimate achievement 
is of a superior quality both from an 


esthetic and a practical point of view. 

The law limiting the height of build- 
ings is a wise one, as it makes the 
city spread in every direction and is 
an antidote against the congested and 
darkened streets which are a menace 
to the modern metropolis. 

By the way, one of the striking edi- 
fices in Los Angeles is* the circular 
temple built for the far famed evan- 


gelist, Mrs. Aimee Semple Macpher- 
son, whose recent disappearance, ap- 
parently while swimming in the Pa- 
cific ocean, has created such a com- 
motion. There are some people out 
in that region who think that she was 


caught and devoured by sharks. 
These finny monsters frequent that 
coast. It is a theory that would ac-

But to return to Chicago: Ours isa 
city of infinite variety. One of our 
best known citizens told me of a recent 
midnight scene that sounds more as if 
it might have happened in the days 
of Queen Less and Lill Shakespeare 
than in hustling, bustling, murky Chi- 
cago.

on the hour of midnight my informant 
heard the sound of singing.
